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Olbermann 
makes move 
to Current TV

NEW YORK Liberal news anchor Keith 
Olbermann will return to TV on Current 
TV, taking a leadership position and hold- 
ing an equity stake at the public affairs 
channel run by former vice president A 1 
Gore. 

Olbermann, who abruptly parted ways 
with MSNBC in January, will drive Cur- 
rent TV’s editorial operation as Chief 
News Officer and host a one-hour prime- 
time show airing weeknights from New 
York, beginning later in 2011. 

The outspoken political affairs anchor, 
whose departure from MSNBC came 
just over two months after that network 
briefly suspended him for giving money 
to three Democratic politicians during 
the 2010 congressional election cam- 
paign, trumpeted his move as swapping 
to a “truth-seeking entity” on a confer- 
ence call with reporters Tuesday 

He called it “truly the most exciting 
venture in my career,” and said Current 
TV, which is independent from major 
media organizations and privately owned 
by Gore and other backers, was in a view- 
ership and financial position as favorable 
as any cable network he had joined in the 
past. 

Current TV, which is available via ca- 
ble and satellite operators such as Time 
Warner, Comcast and Dish Network, is 
available to fewer homes than MSNBC — 
which reaches 60 million households in 
the U.S. — and mostly only on digital TV 
platforms. 

Executives at the low-rated, five-year- 
old channel said the addition of Olber- 
mann was a key part of boosting the chan- 
nel’s profile. They declined to disclose 
revenues, except to say the company had 
experienced growth and was not consid- 
ering an initial public offering of stock to 
fund its operations.

Today’s cubicles are smaller than they used to be 


HISTORY LESSON 

The word “cubicle,” which 
emerged in the 15th cen- 
tury, is derived from the 
Latin word for bedroom. 
But the office partitions to 
which most white-collar 
workers are accustomed 
were introduced in the late 
1960s. At the time, Robert 
Propst with Herman Miller 
Inc. of Michigan pioneered 
the idea of a more efficient 
open-office model called 
“Action Office,” which be- 
came known as the cubicle.

If you feel like your cubicle walls are closing 
in around you, you may be right. 

A combination of the troubled economy 
and the influx of mobile technology is chang- 
ing the workplace landscape. Literally 

Companies across the country are shrink- 
ing those boxed-in work areas or scrapping 
the notion of the once-ubiquitous cubicles 
altogether. 

At tech-giant Intel, employees who used 
to work in a 72-square-foot space now work 
in a cozier 48 -square-foot station, company 
officials say 

“Everyone used to get a cube, but that 
doesn’t work for the way people actually do 


their work today,” said Neil Tunmore, direc- 
tor of corporate services at Intel, who spear- 
headed the corporate redesign that began in 
2007. 

In 1994, the average office worker had 
90 square feet of office space, but the area 
had been whittled to 75 square feet in 2010, 
according to the International Eacility Man- 
agement Association, a professional net- 
work for the facility management industry 

Space for senior office workers shrunk, 
too, from 115 square feet in 1994 to 96 square 
feet in 2010. 

But not to worry that corner office keeps 
growing. During this same time, space for 
executive management actually increased. 


Gensler, a design firm in San Erancisco 
has renovated spaces for 70 percent of the 
Eortune 500 companies. On average, they 
estimate those companies have downsized 
the cubicle from an 8-by-io-foot area to a 
5-by-5-foot work space. 

Open-space seating found at companies 
such as Eacebook are becoming a popular 
“team-oriented” model in the past 10 years, 
she says. 

“In recent years, we’ve seen how compa- 
nies are trying to shed real estate cost,” says 
Shari Epstein, director of research at the 
lEMA. “When you have less space to work, 
you will try to cram as many people into one 
space.”

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Young Chicagoans cashing in on tech ventures

Chicago is no longer a Second City when it conies to business start-ups. 

Thanks to the success of Groupon, the fast-growing coupon seller based here, 
some of the spotlight has shifted away from Silicon Valley to Chicago, local entre- 
preneurs told RedEye. 

These young up-and-comers said they prefer Chicago to start-up hotbeds such 
as San Francisco and New York City because office space and payroll are cheaper, 
talent is easier to find and keep, and top business schools at universities including 
Northwestern and the University of Chicago are nearby 


“There’s a lot of opportunity here that’s 
untapped,” said Craig Ulliott, 26, a Streeter- 
ville resident who in 2007 created the Face- 
book mapping application Where Fve Been. 
More than 9.8 million maps showing where 
Facebook users have traveled have been pro- 
duced. “It’s Midwestern values. People want 
to work hard.” 

One local entrepreneurship professor said 
although this start-up boom in Chicago is 
not new, the city is getting more attention 
for it than before. 

Chicago start-ups tend to be business-to- 
business ventures, which focus on transac- 
tions and services between companies, said 
Ellen Rudnick, executive director of the Mi- 
chael P. Polsky Center for Entrepreneurship 
at the University of Chicago. 

Groupon, which in August was deemed 
by Forbes as “the fastest growing company 
ever,” sparked awareness because it is a suc- 
cessful business-to-consumer company Rud- 
nick said. Chicago start-ups, once popular 
only in the tech world, now have become rec- 
ognized among regular consumers. 

Started by Northwestern graduate An- 
drew Mason, 30, in 2008, Groupon now has 
3,000 employees in 35 countries, according 
to news reports. The company also recently 
turned down a $6 billion bid from Google. 

Groupon’s not the only local success story: 


Orbitz, the discount travel site; GrubHub, a 
food delivery service; and CouponCabin, a 
discount site, all got their start in Chicago. 

“We have a good entrepreneurial ecosys- 
tem in Chicago,” Rudnick said. “What the 
Groupon thing did is raise the visibility for 
companies that have been here.” 

The increased recognition has brought 
benefits. One of the problems Chicago entre- 
preneurs used to face was little access to fund- 
ing. West Coast investors now are recognizing 
that Chicago firms are worth the investment, 
Rudnick said, and they’re not requiring these 
companies to move to Silicon Valley 

Justyn Howard, creator of Sprout Social, 
which helps businesses manage and grow 
their social media presence, said he shopped 
his idea in Silicon Valley in 2009 but found it 
was more cost effective to set up in Chicago. 

“Building the team in Chicago was not 
only more efficient,” said Howard, 31, of the 
South Loop. “Payroll and the competitive na- 
ture of the job market” were more manage- 
able in Chicago compared with other tech 
cities. 

RedEye talked to Howard and a few other 
young Chicago entrepreneurs about how 
they started their businesses and what advice 
they would give to other Chicagoans looking 
to break into the city’s expanding start-up

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Company: Where IVe 
Been, a Facebook appli- 
cation that allows users 
to post a map of places 
they’ve traveled 
The Great Britain native 
formed Where I’ve Been 
nearly four years ago. He 
wanted a way to show his 
Facebook friends where 
he’s traveled, so he cre- 
ated a map of his journeys 
and posted it to his profile 
with a “get your own’’ map 
button. It was a hit with 
his friends. Since then, 9.8 
million maps have been 
produced, Ulliott said. 
Advice: “If [your idea] 
doesn’t work, fail very 
quickly and move on to 
the next thing,’’ Ulliott said. 




Company: Poggled, which sells Chicago drink specials and bar packages 

Matthews was in his second year of business school at Northwestern in 2009 when he de- 
cided he wanted to launch a company and focus on it before graduation. He said he invest- 
ed $20,000 of his own money into Poggled, which was “one of many ideas I have had.’’ Now 
Poggled, which Matthews co-founded with a friend, boasts 20,000 subscribers and partnerships 
with 110 bars and two liquor companies. 

Advice: “Go form a company. Go hire a Web developer. Be resourceful in terms of how you get 
those things accomplished. If you have only $1,000, do what you can,’’ Matthews said. 



Company: midVentures, which links investors with 
start-up entrepreneurs 

Domoracki, who is a 2007 University of Chicago 
graduate, Pasky and a partner recognized a need in 
the growing start-up market. “At the time, there were 
no Chicago start-up incubators. We wanted to offer 
technology services for start-ups and their investors 
in exchange for a founder’s role,’’ Domoracki said. The 
company also hosts midVentures Launch, dubbed by 
the duo as the Midwest’s largest start-up conference, 
which garnered more than 2,000 participants last year. 
This year’s event will be Sept. 26-28 at UlC. 

Advice: “If you have a friend who’s a programmer, 
make sure he’s your new best friend,’’ Domoracki said.

Company: Socia I Katy, a social media consulting agency 
Lynch, who was born in Scotland, was helping her 
boyfriend, Ulliott, grow Where I’ve Been’s presence on 
Facebook and Twitter last year when she had an idea. “I 
thought to myself, ‘I want to help other start-ups who feel 
overwhelmed by social media.’ It just kind of grew from 
there,” Lynch said. She now grows Facebook, Twitter and 
blogging audiences for 12 clients around the country. 
Advice: “If you have an idea, run with it. There’s way too 
many people out there who have these great ideas and 
they kind of store them in the closet.” 



Company: Sprout Social, 
a platform for businesses 
to manage their social 
networks 

Howard was working 
for a software company 
in 2009 when he and 
two friends saw poten- 
tial in social media. “We 
realized that social media 
was going to be huge for 
the average business but 
there weren’t any tools 
out there that really put it 
in their context,” Howard 
said. These days, the com- 
pany has 19 Chicago em- 
ployees and one worker 
in Canada, said Howard, 
who eventually quit his 
software day gig. Howard 
says his company now has 
5,000 active users and 
is adding a few hundred 
new subscribers a month. 
Advice: “Everyone you 
talk to is going to be ex- 
cited about your idea. 

Until you get people to tell 
you why your idea won’t 
work ... you haven’t done 
enough market work yet,” 
Howard said.

Hospital offers to halt abortions 

Rare procedure allows women to ^ 

reverse second-trimester abortions m

A Chicago medical center has become one of the nation’s first 
Roman Catholic hospitals to adopt a practice of halting sec- 
ond-trimester abortions for women who change their minds 
after the multiday medical procedure has begun. 

Working with two anti-abortion groups, Resurrection 
Medical Center, the largest hospital of one of Chicago’s larg- 
est Catholic health care systems, has put in place a policy that 
when a woman arrives in the emergency room with an activ- 
ist seeking to stop a second-trimester abortion, she should be 
treated immediately Since October, four women have arrived 
at the hospital seeking to halt their abortions, and three of 
them had their abortions stopped. 

Members of the anti-abortion alliance— made up of the 
hospital, the Pro-Life Action League and The Women’s Cen- 
ter-tout the practice as a model for all Catholic hospitals. 
The hospitals have been under the microscope since Decem- 
ber, when the bishop of Phoenix, Ariz., stripped one facility 
of its Catholic affiliation because doctors there terminated a 
pregnancy to save the life of the mother. 

Resurrection’s decision to work with activists to halt abor- 
tions, which is unprecedented in the Chicago area, is “part of 
who we are,” said Sister Donna Marie Wolowicki, Resurrec- 
tion’s chief executive officer. “Catholic health care is to reach 
out to people and help them in their need. Of course, it’s vital 
to be true to the ethics we believe in. Holding life sacred is a 
big piece of what we believe.” 

While Wolowicki and other staff at Resurrection believe the 
hospital is saving lives, helping women and upholding Catholic 
doctrine, abortionproviders worry that anti-abortion activists 
are pushing a woman to pursue a rare and uncharted medical 
procedure that heightens risks during pregnancy for both the 
woman and the fetus and could result in premature labor or 
miscarriage. 

The chance to stop a second-trimester abortion exists 
because it is a two- or three-day procedure. On the first day 
doctors insert a dilator, often bundles of dried seaweed called 


laminaria, to soften a woman’s cervix. The woman returns a 
second day so doctors either can insert more laminaria, an- 
other dilator or remove the fetus and complete the abortion. 

If a woman changes her mind after the dilator has been in- 
serted and seeks to reverse the process, doctors can remove 
the laminaria. Ideally the cervix will close naturally so the 
pregnancy can continue. But that’s not always the case. 

Undoing abortions in a hospital forbidden to do them in 
the first place has prompted concern that the hospital’s zeal 
to take the correct Catholic course of action conflicts with the 
proper way to implement a medical procedure. 

“It’s much more complicated. It’s changing the chemistry of 
the cervix,” said Dr. Gassing Hammond, an associate profes- 


sor of obstetrics and gynecology at Northwestern University’s 
Feinberg School of Medicine. “The interventions that might 
be required are unclear.” 

The opportunity to stop a second-trimester abortion, 
which doctors have known was possible for decades, is so rare 
that few medical studies exist. 

Dr. Shu B. Chan, attending physician in Resurrection’s emer- 
gency department and research director for the emergency de- 
partment, acknowledged the lack of literature, but he said the 
benefits of the procedure to the fetus far outweigh the risks. 
The uncertainty about those risks is why the hospital should 
have a protocol to better track outcomes and give the patient as 
much information and consistency as possible, he said. 


Survey sees growth in black-owned businesses

Although the number of black-owned busi- 
nesses is on the rise, 94 percent of them have 
no paid employees, according to data from 
the US. Census Bureau’s Survey of Business 
owners released Tuesday 

At the same time, 87 percent of those busi- 
nesses pull in less than $50,000 per year in 
revenue. 

The number of black-owned businesses 


is growing at triple the national rate (from 
2002-07, black-owned firms increased by 
60.5 percent, to 1.9 million, according to the 
study). In the Chicago metropolitan sta- 
tistical area, black-owned businesses rose 
57.8 percent, to 101,586, in 2007, and sales by 
those businesses increased 55.1 percent, to 
$137.5 billion. About half were in the repair, 
maintenance, personal and laundry services 
sectors, while the other half were in health 


care and social assistance. 

The conductors of the survey, taken in 
2007, said they will not know how many of 
those businesses fared in the recession until 
the next survey in 2012 but expect that the 
numbers will show that bankruptcy affected 
many firms. 

Marc H. Morial, president and CEO of the 
National Urban League, said the findings indi- 
cate that the African-American business com- 


munity still is struggling to meet its potential. 

“What I hope this report says loudly and 
clearly to the investor community out there 
is that you are missing a market here in the 
United States,” he said. “There’s an emerging 
market in the United States. It’s the nation’s 
black-owned businesses. It’s the nation’s 
Hispanic-owned businesses. It’s the nation’s 
Native American-owned businesses. It’s the 
nation’s Asian American-owned businesses.”

The classified ad was written with a sense of 
urgency: 

“Going to FL this week— like ... SOON,” 
James Douglas wrote on Craigslist the day be- 
fore the blizzard struck Chicago. “Need a lift? 
LET’S GET OUT OF THIS WEATHER!!!” 

Douglas, 39, of Champaign, found three 
strangers to split the cost of gas and hit the 
road the next day leaving a paralyzing snow- 
storm in his rearview mirror. 

“I just wanted to get south as quickly as 
possible,” he said, basking in the sunshine 
of Titusville, Fla., where the high earlier this 
week was 86 degrees. “I was like, ‘Let’s go! Is 
anybody with me?’ ” 

It’s a tantalizing offer. Last week’s record 
blizzard has combined with this week’s arctic 
blast to deliver a one-two punch to winter- 
weary Chicago residents. 


Will it ever end? 

Chicago has now gotten 50 or more inches 
of snow for four consecutive years— the first 
time that’s happened since snowfall records 
began in 1884. Forecasters predict below- 
average temperatures. 

Yes, there is hope on the horizon. This 
weekend, milder Pacific air should push Chi- 
cago above the freezing mark for the first 
back-to-back days this year. 

And the thermometer appears to have bot- 
tomed out. The normal daily high tempera- 
ture left its low of 29 degrees Jan. 21 and will 
reach 39 degrees by the end of February 

And we’ve turned the corner on the calen- 
dar: Meteorological winter, which runs from 
December through February is 78 percent 
gone. The days are getting longer, with 12 
hours of sunlight, an hour more than a month 
ago.

T oyota’s 
electronics 
not at fault, 
NASA says 


□ WASHINGTON A NASA report on Toyota’s 
sudden acceleration found “no electronic 
flaws ... capable of producing the large throttle 
openings required to create dangerous high- 
speed, unintended acceleration incidents.” 

The report, released Tuesday by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration, said 
that the mechanical safety defects identified 
more than a year ago— including sticlcy accel- 
erator pedals and pedals trapped by floor mats — 
“remain the only Icnown causes for these Icinds of 
unsafe, unintended acceleration incidents.” 

The report followed a lo -month study by 
NASA, which was brought in by NHTSA to re- 
view only the electronics. 

Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood said: 
“We enlisted the best and brightest engineers to 
study Toyota’s electronics system, and the verdict 
is in. There is no electronic-based cause for unin- 
tended, high-speed acceleration inToyotas.” 

For the study a team of NASA engineers eval- 
uated the electronic circuitry in Toyota vehicles 
and analyzed more than 280,000 lines of soft- 
ware code. 

Despite the findings, the NHTSA said it was 
considering new actions to deal with sudden ac- 
celeration. They include proposing rules by the 
end of the year to require brake override systems, 
standardized keyless ignition systems and acci- 
dent data recorders in all passenger vehicles. 


Shark attacks 
down in Florida 

□ MIAMI Shark attacks on humans increased 
worldwide last year but declined in Florida, 
which still had more shark attacks than any other 
state. University of Florida researchers said. 

Florida’s year-round swimming weather and 
long coastline make it the nation’s leader in shark 
attacks and that didn’t change last year, when 13 
attacks were reported, according to the univer- 
sity’s annual Shark Attack File report. 

But 2010 marked the state’s fourth straight 
year of decline and the total was significantly 
lower than the yearly average of 23 over the past 
decade, ichthyologist George Burgess said. 

Worldwide, 79 attacks occurred in 2010, the 
highest number since 2000. But the global total 
^ of six fatalities for 2010 was only slightly above 
average, Burgess said.

On the surface, it might seem odd that a happily married cou- 
ple is set to headline the Anti-Valentine’s Day Party at Lincoln 
Hall.

Gretta Rocheiie: Valentine’s Day? It’s ridiculous. But I’ll take the chocolate. 
Jack Armondo: It feels like one of those made-up holidays, but that’s all 
right, I guess. 


GR: Some of them still start as acoustic 
songs. Some of them start In the prac- 
tice space when we re running through 
our sets, so he’ll be plugged In. It all 
depends where we are when they start. 
If we re In the car, they may even just 
start vocally. 

JA: If I’m at home, there’s always an 
acoustic guitar. 

GR: I always have a kazoo. 

JA: Everything starts on the kazoo. 

GR: [Laughs] I write all my stuff on 
kazoo. I just find the vibration really 
Inspiring. 

Were you surprised when 3.1 Phiiiip 
Lim used two of your songs in a run- 
way show iast February? Did you see 
a connection between the music and 
thestyie? 

JA: Yeah, It was not expected. I didn’t 
know anything about that world. I 
mean, I like fashion In a peripheral way. 
It’s not that I walk around In a burlap 
sack all the time.

Do you have fond recoiiections of any

GR: When I was In fourth grade we did the 
whole thing where you make cards and give 
them out to your classmates. I think everybody 
collected them In little shoeboxes. That was 
fun. 

JA: I think I had more bad Valentine’s Day 
experiences.

JA: Oh God, I don’t think we can talk about our 
bad experiences with our exes.

‘Potter’ musical co-author talks 
Team StarKid’s new musical and 
the company’s viral sensations 


By Julia Borcherts 

When Team StarKid debuted ‘A Very Potter 
Musical” at the University 
of Michigan— with music 
co-written by and starring 
Darren Criss, the love inter- 
est of Kurt on “Glee”— and 
then posted it on lihuTube 
for family and friends, 
they had no idea it would lead to 50 million 
views, an equally famous sequel, a smash-hit 
soundtrack— and now, the world premiere 
blast-off of their first fully staged production, 
“Starship.” The entire run of this sci-fi 
musical about an insect who attempts to 
save the world sold out as soon as tickets 
went on sale. 

A Michigan native who moved to Chi- 
cago in September after two post-college 
years in L.A., Brian Holden, 25, co-wrote 
both “Potter” shows and StarKid’s coming- 
of-age musical, “Me and My Dick.” We called him to 
catch up.

What can “Starship” audiences expect? 

Story-wise, it’s a parody of different science-fiction genres. 
But they can also expect some really fantastic puppets and 
nice songs and, hopefully a lot of jokes that make them laugh. 


Why premiere it in Chicago? 

All of our other plays were done in Ann Arbor at the U. of 
M., and people would be coming from Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Indiana— we have a pretty strong Midwest audience that’s 
used to traveling to our shows. And Chicago is a town that 
respects theater— it’s a thing to do in Chicago, to go see some 
theater, where in L.A., the theater isn’t really 100 percent 
supported by the community And we’re like, if there’s a place 
where it’s viewed more as a community and less as a competi- 
tion to the death, that’s the place where we want to be. 


What were you doing when you heard that “Starship” had 
immediateiy sold out? 

I was rewriting some scenes, finishing the play that we were 
selling out. [Laughs] And I think that I was making some 
prop for the show We sort of looked up and we’re like, “Oh, 
wow, man. Cool! Well, back to work, we’ve got a lot of work 
to do.” 


Do you have plans to remount for people who couldn’t get 
tickets? 

It’s a definite possibility, but not for a few months— maybe 
this summer. I’d love to because it’s such a great show and 
we’ve invested a lot of time and work and thought into it. 


Will “Starship” be Internet-broadcast? 

There are plans for that, but that also depends on if we want 
to remount it or not. But it’ll make its way to the Internet at 
some point. 

Have people recognized you around town yet? 

Not too much; sometimes on the Red Line and I usually 
find out later via Twitter. But I used to work at a restaurant 
in Hollywood called the Disney Soda Fountain. And I guess 
we share a fan base with Disney [laughs], so sometimes kids 
would come in and they’d be like, “You’re from that play on 
Y)uTube! That’s, like, my favorite show ever!” And I’d say 
“That’s fantastic! So, would you like whipped cream and a 
cherry on your sundae?” It was sort of surreal and— hum- 
bling, I guess. 

Will there be another “Harry Potter” sequel? 

We wanted to do that before the last movie comes out, which 
would mean this summer. [But] Darren Criss plays Harry 
Potter and he’s on “Glee” now, so that probably won’t hap- 
pen. But maybe we’ll have a change of heart and do it next 
year. Who knows? We don’t like to shut any doors around 
here.
